His Mother Went Barefoot To Pay For His 
Music Lessons 


Caruso’s magical voice was not 
merely a gift from the gods, it was 
the reward of long years of exhaust- 
ing work—of patient practice and 
unflagging determination. 

In the beginning, his voice was so 
light and thin that one teacher told 
him: “You can’t sing. You haven't 
any voice at all. It sounds like the 
wind in the shutters.” 

For years, his voice cracked on 
high notes, and his acting was so 
poor that he was actually hissed 
during a performance. Few men 
have ever drunk so deeply of the 
heady wine of success as the im- 
mortal Caruso; yet at the very high 
noon of his fame, when he remem- 
bered the ordeal of those early 
years, he would burst into tears. 

His mother died when he was 
fifteen, and all his life he carried 
her portrait with him wherever he 


Finally, when he got his first real 
chance to sing in opera, he was so 
nervous at rehearsal that his voice 
broke and splintered like falling 
glass. Again and agam he tried, but 
every note was a disaster, at last he 
burst into tears and fled from the 
theatre. 

_ When he actually made his debut 
in opera, he was tipsy. He was so 
tipsy that the audience drowned out 
his voice with hoots and catcalls.

Mix 
one tablespoonful of white sugar 


with three or four tablespoonfuls of 
lime water and add enough fresh 
cow’s milk to make a pint. ‘his 
should be given warm and in small 
quantities about every hour until the 
colt is a few days old, using about 
one gallon per day. ‘The colt soon 
will learn to drink from the pail and 
the feedings may be less frequent 
and larger. After a couple of 
months a gradual change may be 
made to pure cow’s milk. 

‘Weaning age may be from four to 
six months but the colts should be 
eating freely of two parts oats to 
one part bran before they are’ wean- 
ed. A small pen in the pasture al- 
lowing the colts to enter to eat grain 
but excluding the -mares, induces 
greater development of colts. 

Liberal feeding, comfortable quar- 
ters and reasonable exercise durirg 
the first winter, pays well by stimu- 
lating growth.

QUICK BREADS FOR SUMMER 


Fancy breads and rolls always are 
greeted with cheers whether they 
appear in the picnic basket or on the 
luncheon. or tea table, so the sum- 
mer hostess ‘who masters the art 
of making theSe goodies may rest 
in the assurance of being prepared 
for impromptu snacks. 

Quick ‘breads and refrigerator 
tolls come in the category of sum- 
mer short-cuts because they are dis- 


’ tinctly labor saving foods. They are 


easy to. make and give a large re- 
turn for the time and effort spent 
‘n making them. 

Whenever bread-stuffs are to take 
in important part in meals it’s quite 
aecessary to keep in mind_ their 
food value. All breads are energy 
‘oods because their chief ingredient 
= flour—is of the high caloric value. 
The yeast breads are good sources 
vitamin B, but the quick breads 
nade with eggs, milk, molasses, 
‘ruits and nuts add mineral salts 
ind additional calories. 

lrequently a raisin or nut bread 


takes the place of cake or other 
sweet in a luncheon menu. A vege- 
table salad accompanied by raisin 
bread sandwiches and followed by 
a-dessert of fresh fruit _is indeed 
adequate and no one notices the 
lack of cake or’ cookies. 

Children and adults who are too 
thin find these breads an excellent 
means of increasing the calories in 
their diets since an extra’ amount 
of butter can be carried most ap- 
petizingly by the slices of bread.

Some specialists 
would say it is always a question of mental hygiene and perhaps they are 
ight. It must be admitted, however, that in a few cases the habit of bed 
avectting can be much more quickly broken after some physical source of 
‘rritation, like threadworms for instance, has been removed. 

In these days when toddlers are taken regularly to the doctor, or at 
‘east visit the preschool clinic, we may suppose that such physical troubles 
iave all been properly treated and we are faced only with a problem of 


-ducation. 


Do not try ridicule; it will probably make the child worse. The 
‘oungster needs encouragement, he needs self-confidence. Punishment 
vill do no good; rewards are unnecessary. 

Give the child a calendar to keep beside his bed and let him mark 
vith a red pencil every date that celebrates a dry night. If he is too young 
o read the figures give him just as much help as he needs to keep the 
ecord but no more. When he shows you the red mark naturally you will 
he pleased. Remember it is his battle and he is winning it himself. 

In a few weeks it should be plain for all to see that he is winning it 
f not, you had better ask help from the doctor. It is not improbable that 
ie will want to treat father or mother before he can treat the child.

| householders constantly lay them- 
selves open to treacherous fires. 

For example: In New Jersey not 
long ago a man got a faint odor of 
something burning in his. cellar. 
Quite by accident he discovered the 
cause. A stack of old newspapers 
under the stairs was smoldering 
from the inside out, and if he hadn’t 
happened to bump into the pile and 
knock some off the top, he would 
have kad a dangerous fire, 

‘A suburbanite near Dayton, Ohio, 
bought a couple of rosebushes and 
saved the burlap wrapping which 
had been around the roots, rolling it 
neatly and placing it on a table in 
the basement. Several days later the 
maid smelled smoke in the house: 
it was coming from the burlap roll 
on the table. Puzzied, she poked it 
with a rake and instantly it burst 
into flames. 

Any vegetable or animal oil un @ 
combustible material is a potential 
‘menace, because natural oxidation of 
that oil generates heat which may 
ignite the material. The burlap must 
have had oil on it--or perhaps fer- 
tilizer from the rosebush roots. The 
newspapers had printer’s ink on 
them; there was just the right 
amount of moisture, just the nynt 
degree of ventilation for the chemi- 
cal forces to work. 

In Massachusetts a Woman one 
afternoon discovered a mattress 
smoking furiously. Dousing it with 
water, she threw it into the yard to 
dry. Next morning she aiscovered 
that it was smoking again. She tele- 
phoned the firehouse and when the 
fireman ripped open the mattress, it 
burst into flame in~ seven different 
places! Somewhere in the process of 
manufacture, oil may have ‘been 
spilled on the cotton stuffing and 
eventually the hot-magic trick came 
off. Yet it could happen even more 
directly. For instance, castor oil or 
camphorated oil used for a sick per- 
son might be spilled on a bed, soak 
into the mattress, and later cause 
trouble. 

Even stranger things have 0c- 
| curred. In Maine a woman, went into 
|her attic to get an old dress. When 
she took the lid ff the basket in 
which the dregs was stored, sne 
wag startled 49 fing nothing but a 
handful of ashes, That dress had 
been made of black silk, a notorious 
breeder of spontaneous ignition. In- 
deed there’s a record of a shipment 
lof silk that caught fire once on the 
ship at sea and twice in the ware- 
house where it was stored. 

One could go on indefinitely cit- 
ing such cases of hot magic: a rain- 
coat hung in a closet; a bunch of 
Florida moss dipped in varnish for 
decorative purposes; an old pile of 
furnace ashes kept too long in a 
damp cellar; chips in the bag of 4 
floor shaver used on a waxed floor 
(this once lost 48 lives in a Pitts- 
burgh home for the aged); tioor 
|sweepings (especially when mixed 
with oily dust-laying compounds) 
waiting in a bag for the trash cul- 
lector. Probably the fastest case of 
spontaneous ignition on record oc- 
curred in a railroad station where 4 
closet burst into flame one hour 
after a painter hung his oily overalls 
there. And’ one of the oddest out- 
breaks involved a keg of iron filings 
kept on an oiled floor. The oxidation 
of the oil heated the iron to the 
point where it ignited the wooden 
keg. 

Relatively few homes are free 
from piles of discarded junk where 
this threat may lurk. The large- 
scale remedy is to throw out this 


i stuff which clutters up the cellar and 


attic. Floor sweepings also should 
be thrown out at once. The second- 
ary defense ig to be extremely cure- 
ful with such oil things as mops, 
paint rags, waxing and polishing 
cloths, and the like. If stored in- 
doors, they should be kept in tightly 
closed metal cans; those which can’t 
be safeguarded thus should be kept 
outdoors where they get plenty of 
air. Remember that a_ limited 
amount of oxygen and a certain 
amount of dampness—as in the time- 
honored closet—speed up oxiaation 

Another cause of mysterious fires 
is the misuse of electricity. The for- 
gotten electric iron alone is charged 
with 37 per cent of our electrical 
outbreaks. Next comes the abused 
extension cord which, trampled 
under foot, squeezed in doors, hung 
on nails, and subjected to numerous 
other extraordinary punishments, 
finally gives up the ghost and blows
